Some time before 1885 we: shall have ‘to ar- 
rangé fora new agreement, which will cer- 
tainly not bé’made'on the, basis of a mone- 
tary award.’

- Of 
the 28 days since. the ist inst., 20 have attained a 
temperature of over 70°, verging upon 90° and up- 
ward, and 11 haveranged from 80° to 96°, according’ 
tothe best-regulated and most. chrefully-protected 
thermometers,’ These; however, do "not. by any 
means judge the general heat which people ex- 
perience out of doors. ‘The range of the mercury 
is always-taken in the shade, although most 
pedestrians are obliged. to expose themselves _ more 
or leas to the sun; commonly 29° to 25° hotter than 
the shade, Thus, the average temperature to 
which the average man is subjected when the 
thermometer marks 06° is from 106° to 110°. 
Everybody must have observed that at the small 
towns . around — New-York thd . thermometrical 
range is generally: reported considerably higher 
than it js hefe, owing to the fact that there the ther- 
mometers are not’ propetiy placed, being exposed 
to reflected-heat; refracted sun-rays, and the like. 
All other things. being equal, “great. cities are 


“warmer than amall: cities, on .account of the 


larger heated ‘mags, radiation, from the streets, 
buildings, &c, When the thermometer’ at Hup-. 
wor’s pharmacy shows 95°, other thermometers 
may show 98° or 100°, and the same degree of tem- 
rature in adjacent-ininor towns is recorded at. 102°, 
108°, and 106°. - In varions quarters of the City this 
week the mercury has mounted to 100° and up- 
ward, and it has been an accurate measure of the 
prevailing heat. When people suffer, they want to 
have some tangible and adequate cause for suffer- 
ing.
